SR.O. 48.—In exeiehe of Ihc powers, conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in superses¬ 
sion of the Armed Forces Headquarters and Inter Service

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage

shall be eligible for appointment to the suid post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis¬ 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the 
peisonal law applicable to such person and the 
other parly to the marriage and that there are 
other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 
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5 Power to relax—Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient 60 to do, it may, 
by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax 
any of the piovisions to these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons 


6 Saving—Nothing in these uilcs shall affect icservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to 
be provided for the Scheduled Ca r tes, the Scheduled Tribes 
and othci special entegor es of persons in accordance with 
the oi ders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard
